An Antidote for Grasshoppers and «a 
Fine Feod and Hunting Bird. 


We append te this several commu- 
mications en the migratory quail, 
‘among them one from Col. F. G. Skin- 
ner, whose communication on the sub- 
ject in our issue of April 26th has re- 
ceived much favorable comment frem 
our readers, and we are pleased to see 
has been very extensively copied in 
the columns of our exchanges. 


This communication from Colonel 
Skinner came mest oppertunely, as it 
threw light on the habits and charac- 
teristics of the bird, which was much 
needed and sought for, but had net 
been supplied by any other source. 
The Colunel strongly advocates the 
liberal im ion of the birds with a 
view of their domestication, and we 
most cheerfully second his preposi- 
tion. Jeint action of the clubs, which 
he proposes, could not but meet with 
success, and would be attained with 
but small expense; and would, more- 
ever, insure their more absolute pro- 
tectien. We hope our clubs will take 
action in the matter, fer the subject is 
one well worthy ef consideration, and 
cannet but pay handsomely for the 
outlay. 

A communication signed Hallan, 
from an officer in the 10th Royal Ben- 
gal Fusiliers, temporarily in Chicago, 
fully endorses all that Colonel Skinner 
stated in his com munication iu our is- 
sue of April 26th. 

But equally interesting and ef much 
impertance is a communication frem 
the well-known Mark Byrd, ot Austin, 
‘Texas, having reference to a specimen 
which he sent us, and which we have 
forwarded to Dr. Elliott Coues for his 
opinion, which we hope to receive by 
our next issue.

Permit me, my dear Rowe, to re- 
turn to the charge again on the im- 
pertation of the European quail, for 
there is no one thing connected with 
field sports in which I take so deep an 
interest. 

When we reflect that we have not a 
single demesticated creature on this 
continent which is indigenous to the 
soil, and that the projenitors of all of 
them, including even the heney bee, 
were imported frem abread, how can 
we for a mement doubt the successful 
acclimatien of so hardy and prolific a 
bird as the coturnix vulgaris, a bird 
%o completely independent of clima- 
tic influences, in as much as his power 
of flight enables him to select his own 
climate.. I fancy that if you will use 
your journal, so deservedly potent 
with the sportsmen of the country, 
you may secure from the numerous 
clubs, beth north and south of the 
Ohio and the Potomac, a jeint action 
which will command success. A few 
hundreds ef birds turned down into 
the gulf states in the autumn, and as 
many im the northern states in tne 
spring, will stock the ceuntry in an 
incredibly short time. The birds tor 
the south can be taken in unlimited 
numbers on the nerth shore of the 
Mediterranean in 1 my roy # con- 

regating for their flight into Africa, 
— fer the northern states they ean 
be secured in the game localities on 
their return flight in the spring. 

I send you the follewing brief arti- 
cle, written for the Cincinnati Times

„We concluded our article in last 
week s Times on the importation and 
acclimation of foreign game, with but 
brief mention of the migratory quail 
of the Eastern Hemisphere. As the 
acclimation of this desirable bird 
would prove the most valuable, as it 
is undoubtedly the easiest acquisition 
we could make, we thought it deserv- 
iag a to itself.

Canada te Mexico, twice in each year!

Eprron Curcaco FID: Having 
read with interest the letter which ap- 
in the Chicago Field of the 
26th ult., from Cel. F. G. Skinner, on 
the subject of the migratory quail, 
and having been stationed at Malta 
fer four years with my ftegiment, 
where I had ample opportunities for 
observing the habits ef the birds in 
question, the result of a few ef my 
ebservations may be of imterest to 
your readers. 

Malta, situated as it is, midway be- 
tween the continents of Europe and 
Africa, is made use of by nearly all 
the European migrants, as a half wa 
house or resting place of whic 
they take advantage during their 
spring and autumnal flights. In the 
spring the quails arrive about the ‘irst 
week in April, their flight lasting till 
the middle of May. any doubtless 
cress the Mediterranean without rest- 
ing, provided the south winds con- 
tinues favorable te their flight; in fact 
the time when quails are feund to be 
most plentiful is when the south wind 
changes round te a reverse and there- 
fore an adverse quarter to the flight of 
the migrants, thereby necessitating 
them to take refuge on the nearest 
land whither instinct directs them. 


In autumn they cross the Mediter- 
ranean on their southern journey from 
about the middle of September te the 
end of Octeber, taking advantage ef 
the nertherly winds which are preva- 
lent at this period of the year. At 
this time they are found te be badly 
plumed and out of condition, both of 
which facts are doubtless due to leng 
flights and the influence of a breeding 
season. At this time of the year they 
can be purchased in the Valetta Mar- 
ket at a shilling a dozen. 

In Malta quails are hunted chiefly 
by means of a peculiar breed of point- 
er, known in the island under the 
name of “smell dogs. These dogs 
are trained both te point and retrieve 
and one that perferms these dual 
duties satisfactorily often commands a 
high price. A badly breken dog will 
eften devour the birds before there is 
time te effect a rescue. Netting is 
also resorted to in the capture of the 
migratory quail, aa ordinary cast net 
being used for the purpose. On the 
“smell dogs pointing the Wary Joe 
(a cognoman by which all Maltese are 
known), throws his net over the deg 
and surrounding ground, thereby en- 
veloping his game. 

The migratory quail is particularly 
partial to the cotton seed, and I have 
seen them caught in Gozo (an island a 
few miles west of Malta), by means of 
a rod and line, to the hoek én the end 
of which a cotten seed is attached. 
The sportsman (if so-he may be 
—＋ perches himself on a reck or 
embankment overlooking a field of 
wheat and allows the cotton seed to 
be carried by the wind over the grain; 
the upsuspectivg quail rises to it, and 
is only too often safely landed on the 
bank above. The migratory quail lies 
very close, especially in a wind, and I 
have walked over the birds before they 
would rise. They do not fly far when 
flushed and if marked down can gen- 
erally be found clese to the spot at 
which they alighted. They will often 
take refuge in stone walls or debris, 
from which I have eften taken them 
witheut the assistance ef the gun. 

The south wind which blew across 
Chicago this morning reminded me of 
the desert winds of the Mediterranean. | 
May it in a few years hence, like the 
Sirec, bring with it the migratory 
quail and afferd to the sportsmen of 
the west a game bird, and to the Chi- 

n gourmand a dainty which 
neither is likely to despise.

A VALUABLE man 

The great grasshopper raid upon 
Nebraska and Kansas a few years ago 
led to the better protection of birds, 
particularly quail. Previous to that 
time both sportsmen and professional 
hunters from all the elties of the Union 
took acyearlg hunt and the slaughter 
of quails, ducks and turkeys was al- 
most incredible. Tons upon tons were 
shipped into Chicago agd St Louis 
and even New York and Phil adelphia. 
The result was, the grassheppers had 
their own way and multiplied exceed- 
ingly. The quail is particularly fond of 
both grasshoppers and their eggs, and 
where they are at all numerous the de- 
struction is enormous. They are be- 
sides a valuable article of food and add 
not enly to the dainty table of the: 
rich, but help to fill the peor man's pet 


aswell. Inu addition to these uses the pers 


quail is a game bird of the first order 
and commands the skill of both man 
and dog in its capture. We pub- 
lish a column of letters from the Chi- 
cago Field on the migratory quail ef 
southern Eafope, which we hope may 
prove both interesting and profitable 
uoder the pregent circumstances. We 
very much fear that the Truckee mead- 
ows are doomed to be overrun in 1880 
to some extent, and in 1881 and 1882, 
very seriously by,the grasshepper. We 
do not expect that any addition to the 
stock of birds in Nevada and eastern 
California could be made in time te 
serve in the crisis, but they will get a 
good held and be a great help in fu- 
ture years. They will flourish and in- 
crease beyond all doubt.

The World's Fair. 


The new Werld’s Fair building is 
to be located on Manhattan Island, 
the site to be between and taking in a 
of Riverside and Morning side 
ks. The draft of a bill to Congress 

as been adepted, providing for the 
holding of an international exhibitien 
of arts, manufactures and products of 
the soil and mine, in the city of New 
York. The act provides for a commis- 
sion of one delegate from each State 
and Territery, to be knewn as the 
United States International Commis- 
sion, to prepare and superintend the 
execution of a plan for holding the ex- 
hibition. No compensatien is to be 
paid from the United States Treasury 
to these commissioners, nor is the 
United States to be liable for any ex- 
pense attending the exhibitien. This 
commission is to fix the date. The 
bill also provides for a board of finance, 
who shall have power to open a book 
for subscriptions of a capital stock not 
exceeding $10,000,000, and it further 

rovides for the organization of a 

yard similar to those of the Centen- 
nial exhibition.

AN EA- SENATOR DEAD. 


A Seldier in the Union Army and a 
Veteraa of the Mexican War. 


[Special] te the GaseTTs.) 


Orrumwa, Iowa, June 2d.—Gen- 
eral James Shields died at this place 
yesterday very suddenly. General 
Shields was a major general of volun- 
teers in the Mexican war, and served 
with great distinction, losing an arm 
at Cherebusco. He was also a briga- 
dior general in the Union army during 
the rebellien, and was the first officer 
to successfully cope with Stonewall 
Jackson. He was sent to the United 
States senate from three states, IIIi- 
nois, Minneseta and Missouri.
